away yesterday. They were embarrassed by the fact that 

erwin K. Hart's pro-fascist outfit, the National Economic 
Gesedll had originally been invited, and that violent anti- 
labor literature appeared at the scene. 


The American Jewish Congress announced it would 
not join even if invited. The NAACP declared yesterday 
that, contrary to press reports, it “knew nothing of the an- 
nouncement that it wo a TY be added to the continuation 
committee.” 

The Jewish War Veterans and the B'nai Brith were 
obviously embarrassed by the original invitation to anti- 
Semite Merwin K. Hart's outfit. 


S INFLATED 
Promoters of the meeting blazoned the fact that 53 
national organizations “representing 50,000,000" had 
“participated.” Checkup by this newspaper revealed that 
some merely been asked to send “observers” who were 
later descri as “participants.” One such group was 
the American Association of University Women. 
The conference, which opened with a blaze of pub- 
, tapered off into secret, off-the-record discussion 
from which the press was barred.
